IS TO REFORM EVILS 



Senator Tiffany Has Introduced The 

Measure Into The Senate, Many 

Favor The New Rill. 

County Clerk A. L. Hondeo bos drafted 
a bill to amend Section 114 of tbe Act for 
the Assessment of Property and for the 
levy and col lection of taxes that promis 
to bo one of the most popular bills ever i 
traduced into the legislature. The bill hi 
been introduced in the Senate by Senat 
Tiffany and the outlook for lis final passage 
is exceedingly bright. Tbe bill in full is 
as follows:

Worn out and discouraged by three 
months of illnesa, disheartened by the 
prospect of never again being strong and 
healthy, Saturday night near eight o'clock 
Anders Frederick Verrelius turned over on 
his bed of pain, grasped a razor from a 
wash stand in tbo tittle back room of his 
home where in was lying, and slashed both 
wrists so that he bled to death before the 
deed was discovered. 

Venellus resided at 688 Marion street, 
near South avenue, Waukegan. He was a 
middle aged man and leaves a wife and 
grown son. Mrs. Verrelious was home at 
the time of tbe tragedy. 

Verrellus was dead when discovered and 
is said to have given not the least warning 
of his intentions. He was discovered dead 
by the boarder in the Vorreiius some, Oscar 
Johnson, who shortly before tbe discovery 
had with Mrs. Verrelius and one Anderson 
his guest, heard heavy groans from the 
back bedroom where Verrelius slept and 
was invalided. Going up with Mrs. Ver-; 
relius to find out the cause of the noise, he 
found the old man dead in bed while the 
blood-spattered walls and coverlets told tbe 
story in a dash, Under the stand whence 
he grasped it was flung the razor with 
which he did the deed, covered with blood 
and matted with hair, and lying as though 
he bad flang it aside In a death agony. 
His head was thrown back and his arms 
were extended so that the horribly gashed 
wrists could be seen. 

Mrs, Verrelius bacame hysterical and 
said that she would kill herself, Later sfae 
was calmed. The boarder ran to the near* 
est telephone after communicating the 
fearful tidings to 'the family, and tele- 
phoned the police from the Anderson resi- 
dence next door, It was Anderson who 
first examined the remains and discovered 
the man to be dead. 

Chief Grady, Officer Tiernan, Edward 
Conrad and George Laraen made up the 
party that removed tbo remains on an 
electric car to tho'Larsen & Conrad morgue 
where it could be seen Saturday night. 

By the evidence given by the body Ver- 
relius could not have known. exactly where 
to cut with the razor to roleo&a tbe life 
fluid, as both wrists were cut and slashed 
for a space several inches in length and 
tbo right hand hung by a mere thread of 
flesh. There were no other" cuts on the 
body. Verrelius was in bed in his under- 
clothes when be took his own life.

The said Board of Equal- 
ization an or before the fifteenth day of 
November in each year shall complete 1 its 
equalization of assessments and its assess- 
ment of property subject to assessment by 
said Board, and the Chairman and Secre- 
tary shall, witbln five (5) days thereafter, 
certify to the Auditor the rate finally de- 
termined by said board to -be added or 
deducted from the listed or assessed valua- 
tion of each class of properly in the several 
countiei, and also the amounts assessed by 
said Auditor, immediately thereafter and 
under his seal of office, to report the action 
uf the- Board ^Orthe- several county clerks. 
Provided, however, that a failure to cqui* 
pteto such equalization and such assess* 
nient and to certify tbe same in tbo tidie '■ 
required by this act shall hot vitiate the 
equalization or tbo assessment, but the 
same shall be as legal and valid as if com- 
pleted and certified in the time required 
by tho law." 

The passage of this amendment will 
cause many needed reforms in tbe assess- 
ment aad tax laws of the state and is . the 
result of Mr. Hendee's years of experience 
in this work. vv 

By requiring the State Board of Equal- 
ization to finish its work at a certain time 
it will enable the county clerks of the state 
to finish tho collector's books in the time 
required by taw, now an impossibility 
under tbo tax methods in vogue and savo 
every county in the state hundreds of dol- 
lars in extra clerk hire. 

Mr, Hendece is in receipt of letters from 
county clerks all over tbe .state commend- 
ing the bill and volunteering the use. of 
their influence to. secure its passage.

"This was found out," he 
aald, "when a whole class of deaf- 
mutes went abroad some years ago 
and despite a particularly rough pass- 
age none of them wanted to 'He on 
the deck and beg somebody to heave 
them overboard. 

"That's tbe seasick feeling, you 
know. A little Investigation proved 
that the stomach nerves are mostly 
controlled by those of the ear and 
.that deaf persons sre not nearly so 
liable to the nausea that comes from 
the rolling motion of a ship as are 
others. 

"The experiment of saturating a 
ball of cotton with cocaine and thus 
dulling the bearing has been tried by 
ship surgeons since. It gives relief 
to those who dread any' sort of a' sea 
voyage, but, after all, the best way 
'to do Is to 'feed the fishes' and get

Sandals and Clogs the Only Commod- 
ities In Demand. 

Like all other shops In Japan, a 
shoe shop opens a broad side to the 
street. 

It seems a misnomer to call It shoe 
shop, a place whore you can only buy 
sandals or. clogs, things wo are not 
accustomed to call shoes. 

There -Is a low platform in front 
upon which the customer ■ alts and 
drinks tea while making his or' her 
purchases, tho shopkeeper meanwhile 
squatting on bis heels and discussing 
the news of the day. 

The sandals worn by the rickshaw 
coolies are called warafi; they, are 
woven of rlco straw, and are Bold for 
a halfpenny a pair. They are made In 
the country villages, and the foreigner, 
watches the weaving with amused In- 
terest. 

The ' prohenslble big too of a Japa- 
nese is of great assistance, as It Is 
used for catching and holding the 
straws, leaving ' the hands free to 
weavo. 

The pack horso wears straw shoes, 
as well as the farmer who leads him.

MEN HAVE 
MIRACULOUS 
« ESCAPE 

Blown through n break in tbe tunnel in 
tbe East river at New York by an explosion 
carried to the surface of the water and 
shot twenty feet into the air, Richard 
Creedeo, a laborer, was rescued only 
slightly hurt. His escape from death 
seemed almost miraculous. Three of his 
companions were rescued in tbe tunnel and 
carried oat, all painfully but not seriously 
injured. 

Contractors Bay that this is the first 
instance in which a workman has escaped 
with bis life when a submarine and sub- 
terranean tunnel has burst and filled with 
water. There have been numerous instan- 
ces in which men have lost their lives. 

The tunnel in which the men were at 
work is to eventually connect the Manhatten 
Bubway lines with Brooklyn subway lines. 
Two tubes Bide by side are ' in the process 
of construction, 

The Brooklyn end of one of the tubes 
has been extended' about fifteen feet be-; 
yond the end of the pier line at the' foot of 
Coralmen street. '' Twenty-two men were 
at work in the tunnel when tbe accident 
happened. Creedon and his three com- 
panions were in the forward compartment 
working in tbe pressure of air. In the 
compartment back of - them the other 
eighteen men were at work. This section 
was not affected by the accident, as there 
is a bulkhead between theuV.. ' 

Creeden was the first to ascertain that 
tho roof of the tunnel was leaking. With 
sandbags he attempted to plug the leak, 
but us he did so the whole roof was blown 
out and the tremendous force of the com* 
pressed air drove Creedon out through tho.

Rock Island officials in !),•-< Moines 
say that tho wrecking of the Rocky 
Mountain limited near.

MUCH WORK BY CONGRESS. 



Record Shows I,nnt Session to llave 
Been the Rimlcst on Record, 

F. H. Wnkefield, docket clerk of the 
House of Representatives, has prepar- 
ed a statement showing the amount of 
work done by the Fifty-eighth Congress 
as compared with previous Congresses 
as far back' as the Fifty-second. The 
roport shows that the number of bills 
ami resolutions Introduced aggregated 
20,074. Tho various Houso committees 
reported on a total of 4,001 measures, 
including Senate acts and resolutions. 

The House passed 11,550 of its own 
bills and resolutions during the second 
session and fi.1l of the 020 Senate acta 
and resolutions that bad been reported 
from committees. At the close of the 
session It left on the union calendar un- 
acted on 112 bills, of which thirty orig- 
inated In the Senate, baring passed 247 
of the 350 bills and resolutions referred 
to that calendar. 

Upon the House calendar, to which 
there were referred 400 bills and reso- 
lutions, only sixty-four remained unacted 
upon, of which fifty-three wore of House 
origin, and eleven of Senate. On the pri- 
vate calendar, to which was referred n 
total of 3.S41 bills and resolutions, 232 
remained unacted upon, of which twen- 
ty-eight were of Senate orlgfn. 

Of the House bills scot to the Sen- 
ate for concurrence only 122 failed to 
be acted Dn, while twenty-five House bills 
were Indefinitely postponed In the Sen- 
ate. These were largely private pension 
bills and were postponed mostly because 
of tbo death of the proposed beneficiary. 
For the eame reason the Senate recalled 
twenty of its own hills after the House 
committee bad favorably reported them. 
Of all the House bills sent to the Pres- 
ident for his approval only one failed to 
receive his signature and become a law. 

The work of the House lu the Fifty- 
eighth Congress, as compared with tbo 
Fifty-seventh Congress, shows an in- 
crease of 2,514. In tho number of bills 
Introduced ; an Increase of 25 per cent, or 
085 In the number of reports made, and 
an increase of 104 In the number of pub- 
lic acta. The number of private acts 
showed a gala of 1,150. From tbo Fif- 
ty-sscond to tho Fifty-eighth Congress 
the number of bills and resolutions In- 
troduced Increased In number from 10,- 
023 to 20,074; tbo number of reports 
made from 2,013 to 4,004; the public 
laws enacted from »0S to 574; the pri- 
vate laws from 324 to 3,407, and the 
number of pnges of tho Congressional 
Record from 2,020 to 4.240. The num- 
ber of days of actual session of the 
House In the Fifty-eighth Congress were 
100, as compared with 340 In the Fifty- 
second. 447 In the FIfty-thlnl, 2S0 In the 
Fifty-fourtb, 242 In the Fifty-fifth, 107 
In the Fifty-sixth, and 222 In the Flfty- 
itrenth.

first known ns Winneshiek, lifter u tribe 
of Indians. The place watt formally 
christened Freeport when tlie county neat 
of StepltetiHoii <■( i u my was located liter". 
Ccdarrllle wn* \i contestant for the hon- 
or, hut lost. Freeport raised $0,500 to- 
ward tho erection nt the court lioiise. The 
town then crew rapidly ami was a favor- 
ite Mopping place for pioneer* en route 
from Chicago to Galena. The old Galena 
itinl Union railroad, now a part of the 
Northwestern, wits constructed Into 
Freeport in 1S5U and Its advent pave 
the plnee a boom; Thomas .T. Turner 
was the first Mayor. lie was also u rep- 
resentative In Congress. Two of the eight 
surviving Mayors, Younger ami Xiemiiu, 
are in business in Chicago.

The case \n believed 
to be unique In central Illinois, 'nn the 
vnrluus comity clerks are required to In- 
quire closely Into the relationship be- 
fore issuing n marriage license. As a 
result of this vigilance mnrrlnges of first 
' cousins In Illinois are extremely rare.

The changes in the Canal zone ore to be 
even more extensive than was at first an- 
ticipated. President Roosevelt is not the 
man to do things half way, and when he 
started out to make chances in the Canal 
Commission it might have been expected 
that he would not stop until he had pro- 
vided for a service that he considered would 
be the very best obtainable. Under the 
present arrangement, no one of the old 
commission will be retained, except Chief 
Engineer, in whom the President has un- 
limited constdence and who will practically 
have entire charge of the construction of 
the canal. There will be an advisory board 
it is true, bat the authority of Engineer 
Wallace ia the Canal zone will bo unques- 
tioned. . With the elimination of the pres- 
ent commission, the way ia cleared for 
pushing the actual work of digging dirt. 
Most of the Commissioners were appointed 
for political reasons and without regard to 
their ability to carry on the great admin- 
istrative work of the canal. Tbo' were also 
of the old type of Government appointees, 
who see in any appointment a job for life. 
The idea of hustling a government work 
through with the least possible red tape, 
delay and graft, ia a product entirely of 
the lost decade and has never reached its 
fullest development, except under the ad- 
ministration of the man who now occupies 
the President's choir. That we may look 
for other startling and salutary extensions 
oE the same idea in the next four years the 
quick and effective action in wgard to the 
Canal Commissioners gives us a hopeful 
suggestion..

Mond, it was reported to the govern- 
or that these olDdals had undertaken 
to contrtit for the expenditure of 
f undB that have not yet been appropri- 
ated by -the general assembly. This 
was taken , by pome lo Indicate that 
Former ffprtrnor Yates had planned 
to practlmltj control the administra- 
tion of stitc iffnlrs for the next eight- 
een months bi having nil the contracts 
awarded to lib friends. This would 
give the former coventor almost un- 
limited political power and would be 
of Immeasurable ndvnntnge to him in 
his coming .campaign for United Stutes 
senator. 

What the Governor Bays. 

Discussing tho reasons for his dis- 
missal of t be former trustees Governor 
Deneen said; 

• "I am Informed that business mat- 
ters usunUyjunstponed until nftcr the 
ndJburnhreirWof*the" legislature, were 
considered by tft.[s hoard at Its quarter- 
ly mcetfnjr In luicanib on the 13th and 
24th of this mWh. The board's con- 
duct Implies nil increase of ordinary 
expenses for tkV current year. The 
additional expend anticipates appropri- 
ations. It Is unwise to do bo, as well 
<is unjust to other Institutions of like 
kind. 

"The appropriations for normal 
schools must be equalized and tbo torn] 
fixed at a reasonable amount. This 
amount must b« fairly distributed 
among these institutions, In proportion 
to their several nctds. This cannot be 
£o well done where a board, as thin 
one has attempted to do, forestalls the 
action of the leglsLiturc In making ap- 
propriations. It It doubtful propriety 
for boards to attenpt to make con- 
tracts Imposing liabilities for the pay- 
ment or money before the legislature 
had its appropriate n bills further ad- 
vanced than they now are. I consider 
this action premature and wish to In- 
vestigate the requirements of this In- 
stitution before action Is taken by the 
board." 

MoCtukrln-Cooke Contest, 

The final disposition of the McCas- 
krln-Cooke election contest from the 
Itock Island district Is expected when 
the house meets tomorrow. "Whether 
or not the bouse will seat MeCuskrin, 
who was declared by the election 
Judges to be elected by a plurality bf 
some 000 votes, Is problematical. When 
the matter "was up last Tuesday the 
house refused to accept either the ma- 
jority or minority report of tbo com- 
mittee on elections. The minority re- 
port, which wnB first considered, rec- 
ommended the seating of McOaskrin, 
but this report was tuniMl down by a 
decisive vote. The majority report 
recommending the seating of Cooke 
waa then considered, but by on unex- 
pected turn of sentiment n number of 
members who voted, against the minori- 
ty report took the same stand regard- 
ing the majority report. 

The fight on the floor over this con- 
tent has developed Into one between 
the organization of the two parties on 
one eldo and tho Individual members 
of the bouse on the other, Both the 
Ik-publican and Democratic organiza- 
tions nre In favor of seating Cooke. 
The Republican contention Is that 
Cooke should ho seated, to uphold At- 
torney General Stead, under whose In- 
terpretation of the law relative to the 
counting of cumulative votes Cooke 
has a Bmall plurality. The Democratic 
organisation wants Cooke seated bo- 
cause he Is a Democrat, and McCna* 
krlu, while elected as an Independent, 
has heretofore been affiliated with the 
Republicans.

The committee's objec- 
tion to the course of the hill was ex- 
plained by Richard Tlppett, a member 
of the legislative committee: "We 
were afraid," said" he, "that further 
delay might Imperil the chances of the 
bill, but we are confident the senate 
committee on Judiciary will report out 
the bill with but little delay. Id fact 
wo have been given to understand the 
bill will come back to the senate this 
Lwock." 

Black Eye to Civil Service.

There Is. sural I prospect of any ac- 
tion on the Burke civil service bill un- 
til after the municipal election In the 
city of Chicago. As amended, the 
Burke bill applies civil service to 
everything in sight In Cook county 
and the Republicans are afraid of the 
effect such a measure would have oa 
the mayoralty election next month. 
The bill was a special order on the 
calendar for last Friday, but action 
was postponed for one week. As few 
members of the bouse are likely to be 
present next Friday It will be an easy 
matter to secure another postponement 
of action. 

Gam and Electric Light Rates. 
A public meeting of the house com- 
mittee on municipal corporations has 
has been arranged for tomorrow after- 
noon for a hearing on the various bills 
before the committee dealing with gas 
and electric light rates. Some of the 
bills fix tho rates, and some only give 
to cities the power to regulate such 
rates. It Is expected that several 
strong delegations from various cities 
of the Btnte will be present to present 
their cases before the committee. 

Efforts are being made by the of- 
ficials of the Illinois Ant 1-Sa loon 
league to prevail upon the house com- 
mittee on Judiciary .to act this week 
on the senate local option bill. The 
reference of the bill to this committee 
is looked upon as a partial victory 
for the anti-saloon element Reference 
of the measure to the license commit- 
tee was generally taken to mean its 
death. Supporters ot the measure now 
hope that it will get upon the door Of 
the bouse without amendment 
Muncly'B Dill Has Clove Call. 
Representative Mundy's bill, which 
has tbo solid support of the members 
from southern Illinois, struck a snag 
In the house last Thursday and nar- 
rowly escaped a premature death, Tho 
bill provides for raising tho tax levy 
outside of Cook county from one-fifth 
to one-quarter of the assessed valua- 
tion. Wben the bill was called up on 
second reading an offer was made by 
northern Illinois members to strike out 
the enacting clause and the motion 
was adopted by a narrow majority. 
Some of those who voted against this 
action took occasion to explain that 
they were opposed to killing It at that 
time and In that manner. Much- ac- 
tivity will bo necessary on the part of 
Mr. Mundy and his associates to save 
the measure.

Is to greatly stimulate exports front th( 
northwestern ports of the United Stated 
to Japan. Tho Mikado's success In forc- 
ing the Bussian bear to take to thojtall 
timber has led to the liberal purchase ol 
supplies, not alone of necessities, but 
of construction material as well, thf 
whole making ninny shiploads. 

Iu consequence I urge numbers of ex- 
tra steamers arc being chartered to rush 
across the Pacific supplies of many kinds. 
Tho big Btcnmshlp Minuesotn, four Jap- 
anese liners and the big freighters of the 
Boston Steamship Company running from 
Tncomn arc InHulllcieut to carry to Jnpaa 
the Immense shipments of barley, flour, 
meat products and other supplies now 
piling up at Pugct Sound ports. One 
firm has chartered four large steamship* 
to load at Tacoma during the next thirty 
days. 

At least six heavy cargoes for Japan 
will leave Tacoma this month, and nt 
many more next, Their cargoes will 
Include railroad supplies and equipment 
for a rood that Is being built acrosi 
Korea. The steam ships Shnwmut nn<l 
Tremont hnve already sailed, with nn 
aggregate of 20,000 tons, chiefly for 
Japan.

Tlie week, which opened with the 
Uu kh tan army In full' retreat from 
Mukden, closed with its f"to hi doubt. 
Kuropntlcln's divisions tlmt had es- 
caped death or capture arrived at Tle- 
llne, where reservo supplies and n for- 
tified position awaited them. Then the 
Itusslan army was driven out of Tie* 
ling. The roinalnlng stores were hura- 
cd, many guns abandoned, and the re* 
treat resumed. 

Kt. Petersburg, naturally, was filled 
with alarming rumors. It was report- 
ed that the railroad had been cut nt 
ChiiiiKtufu, 40 miles north of Tiding; 
thut there were strong Japanese col* 
minis*, east and west of the railroad 
even farther to the north; that the 
Russian forces had been driven Into 
the hills east of the railroad and were 
trying to renclt Klrln or Vlndlvostoclt; 
that they were without food, ammuni- 
tion, nml artillery. -There wcro no 
dispatches, official or otherwise, to con- 
firm or deny these sensational reports. 
The week's dispatches added a few 
details to the sum of Itussla's disaster 
nt Mukden. The wnr of lice at Tokio 
estimated a tlm Itusslan force engaged In 
the battle' of Mukden at 370 battalions 
of Infantry, ITS squadrons of cavalry, 
171 batteries of artillery, or a total 
of 327.000 men nml l,3t!3 guns. 

Field Marshal Oyiinm reported the 
capture of '10,000 prisoners. Ills ar- 
mies counted l'ii,.1llO do ml. lie esti- 
mated the Russian wounded at 04,500. 
This total of 130,000 casualties reduced 
the eftectlre ltusslnn force to 107,500 
men—all that got safely through to 
Tiding. St. Petersburg reports cred- 
ited Llnevltch — who succeeded Kuro- 
patkln— -with 203.000 men, the figures 
being achieved by Including tbe rail- 
way guards and the Fourth nrmy 
corps, which had just arrived at Har- 
bin. This force of 208,000 men, badly 
equipped, short of supplies, was re- 
treating before a force of perhaps fully 
double Its strength. 

At a co tmcll of wnr held nt Tsitrskoe 
Sdo It was resolved to send a new 
army of 400,000 men to the far East 
to 7 continue the war. General Kuro- 
patklu was recalled, practically In dis- 
grace, and General IJiicYitch placed 
In comma nd. Tbe war party appar- 
ently Is still In power at St. Peters- 
burg. 

There nrc disturbing Indications that 
Russia's credit Is repelling a limit. The 
refusal of the French syndicate to con- 
tract far a fresh loan of 512r.,00O,000 
has caused uneasiness In St. Peters- 
burg. At Paris It Is stated vaguely 
that tbe loan 1ms only been postponed. 
In St. Petersburg It is Insisted the loan 
will he made within ten days. Tbe 
proposal of the Russian Minister of Fi- 
nance that the banks of St. Petersburg 
float an Internal loan of $100,000,000 
has not been well received. Still, It 
would be foolish to assume that Rus- 
sia has reached the limit of her re* 
sources. The fact that her gold re* 
serve still stands at $074,000,000 proves 
that the Czar's empire Is not penni- 
less.

Cxar'a Minister for Pence. 
While Emperor Nicholas', whose 
word is final, still declines to abandon 
the prosecution of the war and tho 
government maintains Its ability to 
continue the conflict, The Associated 
Press states that powerful influences, 
Including bo vera I of the emperor's own 
ministers, are now strongly urging that 
the time has come to Indicate to Japan 
Russln's desire for pcucc upon a rea- 
sonable basis. 

Should Japan then attempt to Impose 
too onerous conditions, these Influ- 
ences arguQ that. In view of tbe uni- 
versal wish to sec the bloody conflict 
ended, Itusela's •* position will be 
strengthened abroad by tbe Alienation 
of sympathy from Japan, and the sit- 
uation at home Improved when tho 
nation Is made to understand that the 
emperor's pnclflc proposals have been 
met with Impossible tonus. 

One of the emperor's ministers In a 
conversation with The Associated 
Press correspondent said; 

"Wo have suffered bitter defeat on 
laud and sea. We can, however, still 
continue the war. But both countries 
ha vii Buffered great losses In blood 
and treasure, and It would only profit 
tho rivals of both were we to fight 
on until one' or tho other Is exhausted," 

"What would be Russia's attitude 
on the subject of Indomntty?" 

"Russia never yet has paid Indemn- 
ity and history practically affords no 
precedent for Indemnity when terri- 
tory is not occupied to Insuro pnymout 
and Japan holds not n foot of Russian 
territory. Japan could, howovor, take 
the proceeds of the sale of property 
and rights of the Chinese Eastern. rail- 
way, which was built' with Russian 
money."
